If hot water heaters are drained to prevent water from 
freezing, the circuit breaker that controls the water heater 
should be turned off. The heating element in the water 
heater will burn out if power is restored and the water 
heater tank is turned on and does not contain water. 

If a power line falls on your car while you are in it, you 
should drive away from the line rather than stopping and 
exiting the car. If driving away is impossible, you should 
stay in your car and wait for help to arrive. If it is necessary 
to leave a car that has come in contact with a fallen power 
line, you should jump from the car and avoid touching the 
ground and the car at the same time. 

Lack of heat can also be a big problem during a long-term 
power outage because furnace motors cannot disperse heat 
to the home. A charcoal grill should not be used as a heater 
because it gives off more carbon monoxide than a car’s 
engine.

Violence in Sarajevo keeps power off 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina — U.N. peacekeepers gave up try- 
ing to restore power in Sarajevo after repair crews were shot at in fight- 
ing that escalated after the collapse of peace talks, U.N. officials said 
Sunday. 

Heavy fighting also was reported in other parts of the former Yugoslav 
republic. 

In neighboring Croatia, that republic’s president threatened to expand 
a 10-day-old offensive against Serbs in southern Croatia. Meanwhile, a 
gaping hole that developed in a bombed dam in Croatia was repaired, 
but the structure still posed a danger of flooding for 20,000 people living 
downstream. 

U.N. officers said three teams of engineers and military observers 
would not try to fix a main electrical transmission line in Sarajevo after 
coming under heavy fire Saturday despite written guarantees of a cease- 
fire by the city’s Muslim-led defenders and Serb forces besieging the city. 

With temperatures below freezing, only about a fifth of Sarajevo gets 
any electricity, and most of it is reserved for vital institutions such as 
hospitals, bakeries and the presidency. 

None of the approximately 40 U.N. team members was hurt. 


Angolan currency rate takes a plunge 


LUANDA; Angola — The government announced a drastic currency 
devaluation Sunday that acknowledged the deep economic damage 
caused by its loss of oil- and diamond-producing regions to rebels. 

The move will bring the official exchange rate into line with black mar- 
ket rates and could intensify unrest in Luanda and other government- 
held cities by causing prices of imported necessities to soar. 

Many former government soldiers demobilized under a peace accord 
with the rebels still have their weapons and already are angry over the 
government’s failure to provide promised jobs. 

The May 1991 accord collapsed after rebel leader Jonas Savimbi reject- 
ed the defeat his group, the National Union for the Total Independence 
of Angola, suffered in September elections. Thousands have died since 
Oct. 31, adding to a toll of more than 350,000 in 16 years of civil war. 


Gays in military pose new problems 


WASHINGTON — Defense Secretary Les Aspin must answer some of 
the most complex issues involving privacy and the sexual conduct of 
troops before President Clinton can issue an executive order allowing 
homosexuals in the military, officials say. 

The questions he is studying include the possible segregation of homo- 
sexuals from heterosexuals, whether in military units or in living quar- 
ters, as is now the situation for female troops in many cases. 

The problem is heightened by the fact that both proponents and oppo- 
nents of changing the ban agree that homosexuals are now serving in 
the military and have not been separated for special treatment — except 
for being kicked out. 

Studying such questions doesn’t necessarily mean they might be imple- 
mented but they present a plethora of problems that Aspin, military 
leaders and Congress must wrestle with in the coming months. 


Clinton suffers high disapproval rating 


WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration, burdened with the 
highest disapproval ratings of any new president in decades, is strug- 
gling to regain control of its message after an unexpected honeymoon 

etour. 

“The economy is what he was elected on and that’s what people are 
waiting for,” said Jeff Faux, director of the Economic Policy Institute, a 
labor union-based think tank. 

Already distancing himself from campaign promises for a middle-class 
tax cut and halving the deficit in four years, Clinton has promised to 
outline his economic plan in a Feb. 17 speech to Congress. 

A Newsweek magazine poll released Saturday showed 32 percent of 
Americans disapproved of the way Clinton is handling the job, while a 
USA Today-CNN poll released several days earlier gave him a 20 per- 
cent disapproval rating. These were the worst approval ratings for any 
new president since the Gallup Organization started such measures in 
1953 with the Eisenhower administration. 

At the same time, 73 percent of respondents in the USA Today-CNN. 
poll said-they-didn’t know what Clinton would-do about-the-economy, up’ 
from 64 percent in a Dec. 20 poll.

LDS Church tells members 
to prepare for emergencies

The Church of 
Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints 
is known through- 
out the world as 
an organization 
urging the 
advancement of 
emergency preparedness. 

In a statement at the October 
1936 General Conference, the First 
Presidency said, “The aim of the 
Church is to help the people to help 
themselves.” This, statement has 
been used as counsel not only in 
emergency preparedness but in 
general welfare as well. 

In June 1976, President Spencer 
W. Kimball said, “We just are 
always prepared because the Lord 
said, If ye are prepared, ye shall 
not fear.’(Doctrine and Covenants 
38:30) And that’s the only way to 
have peace and security — to be 
prepared.” This statement was 


made. shortly after.the Teton Dam 


burst and flooded a large area of 
Idaho. 

Counsel on the subject of pre- 
paredness has continued in more 
recent years. In a talk given at the 
April 1986 General Conference, 
Elder James E. Faust of the 
Quorum of the Twelve Apostles, 
discussed five areas in which 
strength can help people to control 
their destinies. 

The five areas were thrift and fru- 
gality, independence, industry, 
self-reliance and a year’s supply of 
food and clothing. 

Elder Faust defined thrift as “a 
practice of not wasting anything.” 
Industry involves the energetic 
management of one’s circum- 
stances to their advantage. 

Elder Faust said those who were 
truly unable to store a year’s sup- 
ply of food and other necessities 
should strive to begin with a 
month’s supply. 

He also said the counsel to have a 
year’s supply of food and other 
necessities had been given fifty 
years before his talk and had been 
repeated many times since. This 
was but one of the reasons he gave 
for members of the Church to make 
having a year’s supply a priority in 
their lives.

In the December 1990 Ensign, 
readers were encouraged to pre- 
pare for future emergencies by 
storing a year’s supply of food, 
clothing and fuel, planning their 
estates, and purchasing a home.

However, 
it is now decreasing rapidly. In 


opposition to this, the vice presi- 


dent’s popularity is rapidly increas- 
ing, Livishin said. 

The goals of Russia, which 
include achieving radical restruc- 
turing of the economy and making 
the ruble convertible, will be diffi- 
cult problems to solve, he said. 

“The current exchange rate is 
almost 600 rubles to the dollar,” 
Livishin said. 

The majority of the population 
does not see any improvement in 
their immediate future. The people 

are less preoccupied with politics, 
and work harder because they 
know no one will solve their prob- 
lems for them, he said.

Turnovers help Cowboys crush Bills

PASADENA, Calif. — It was 
quicker than anyone could imagine. 
Three seasons ago, the Dallas 


* Cowboys were the worst team in 


NFL history. Now they’re Super 
Bowl champions and they did it 
with four of the quickest touch- 
downs ever. 

That left the Buffalo Bills as the 
first team to lose three straight 
Super Bowls and the NFC’s 
supremacy intact _ nine straight 
NFL titles, seven in overwhelming 
fashion, this time 52-17. 

With:-MVP Troy Aikman throwing 
for four touchdowns and Charles. 
Haley and Ken Norton leading a 
defense that forced a record nine 
turnovers, the Cowboys scored two 
touchdowns 15 seconds apart in the 
first period of Sunday’s Super Bowl 
and two more 18 seconds apart in 
the second. 

“Our defense is somebody now,” 
Norton said of a unit that had no 
Pro Bowlers to six for Dallas’ 
offense. “Everybody knows who we 
are.” 

Along with Aikman, the defense 
was the factor that made Buffalo 
the first team to lose three straight 
Super Bowls after becoming just 
the second team to make it three 
straight times. 

“You always wonder why, why 
us?” said Buffalo quarterback Jim 
Kelly, who was knocked out of the 
game with 6:52 in the first half 
when he resprained his right knee. 
“We turned the ball over nine times 
and you can’t beat a college team 
doing that.”

Renters insurance 
may cut student losses

Whether single or 
married, BYU stu- 
dents face the pos- 
sibility of fire, bro- 
ken pipes and 
theft as renters in 
Utah County.

personal belongings in the rented 
apartment that are stolen or dam- 
aged by outside elements. Of 
course there are limitations. 

While each insurance company 
has different guidelines, renters 
policies are usually very similar. 
The policy is divided into two pri- 
mary sections of coverage, Personal 
Property and Personal Liability. 
The purchaser decides on the maxi- 
mum coverage amount.

BYUSA candidate selection 
begins with interviews today 


Editors note: The Daily Universe will 
publish an issues page about the 
BYUSA presidential selection 
process on Wednesday.

The BYUSA presidential selec- 
tions/elections process got started 
this morning when a nominating 
committee met to discuss possible 
interview questions for presiden- 
tial applicants. 

There are 6 candidates being con- 


sidered: 5 males and 1 female. ° 


Four of the potential candidates 
are current BYUSA officers, one is 
currently working with BYUSA, 
and one is not currently working 
with BYUSA, said an unnamed 
BYUSA source. 

The BYUSA presidential process 
has been somewhat of a mystery to 
the BYU community. Some profes- 
sors agreed that the process is not 
well-known. 

“I’m not familiar with the process 
of BYUSA presidential elections. It 
seems like the organization has 
changed so much that people got 
confused and are currently 
unaware,” said Dr. Russ Crane, 
professor of family sciences. 

What does one have to do to 
become BYUSA president? 

First, students must fill out an 
application to see if they meet the 
general requirements. The appli- 
cant must be a full-time student 
with a cumulative GPA of 3.0 or 
higher. The student must support 
the University’s Honor Code and 
Dress and Grooming Standards, 
with anyone on University Honor 
Code probation automatically 
excluded. 

Also in the application are ques- 
tions like “Why do you want to be 


BYUSA president?” and “How will 
you build on the current work of 
the president? What will you 
change? What will be the same?” 
One question challenges the appli- 
cant to solve the problem of foot- 
ball and basketball ticket distribu- 
tion. 

After the applications are 
reviewed, anyone fulfilling the gen- 
eral requirements is called into an 
interview conducted by the official 
nominating committee. 

The nominating committee is 
supposed to represent the general 
student body, and consists of the 
Dean of Student Life, a dean of a 
college, a faculty representative, 
two members of the outgoing 
BYUSA presidency, two represen- 
tatives of the Student Advisory 
Council and three BYU students 
chosen at random. 

The BYUSA charter states, “The 
nominating committee will consid- 
er candidates’ participation and 
experience within the organization, 
their ability to develop and com- 
municate the vision of the Student 
Association, their ability to direct 
the organization in the accomplish- 
ment of its mission, and their 
standing (academic and university 
standards) in the University com- 
munity.” 

“The committee will be asking the 
applicants questions to see if they 
qualify in the areas of leadership, 
experience, knowledge of BYUSA, 
potential for success, and vision,” 
said Jenny Oman, director of the 
presidential election. 

“The BYUSA presidential process 
was changed Winter Semester 
1988 by a_ Rechartering 
Committee. They established this 
process, including the idea of a 
nominating committee and who 


Governors tackle health care, 
education in first gathering

WASHINGTON — The nation’s 
governors, saying universal health 
care is a “moral imperative,” began 
formal consideration Sunday for 
their proposal to extend coverage to 
all Americans. 

The proposal adopted by a com- 
mittee of the National Governors 
Association calls for guaranteed 
access to health care for every citi- 
zen and minimum federal stan- 
dards to reduce medical liability 
costs. 

Under its “managed competitive” 
approach, the government would 
maintain a national database 
through which consumers could 
receive information about the cost 
and quality of health care services. 

In addition, the government 
would expand its support for pri- 
mary and preventive health care 
programs, including periodic health 
screenings, prenatal care, well- 
baby care and childhood immuniza- 
tions. 

“Everybody’s looking for a broad- 
based basic framework,” said South 
Carolina Gov. Carroll Campbell, a 
Republican and member of the 
committee that designed the plan. 

The full association will vote 
Tuesday on the plan, which will be 


presented to Congress and 
President Clinton, who only recent- 
ly left the organization’s ranks. The 
governors will meet Monday with 
Clinton to discuss health care and 
other issues. 

Democratic Gov. Evan Bayh of 
Indiana said governors were moti- 
vated by fears that the economy 
and federal budget deficit will not 
improve “unless we deal with 
health care.” 

Texas Gov. Ann Richards, a 
Democrat, abandoned an attempt 
to exclude the so-called “tort 
reform” language addressing med- 
ical liability costs. The final draft of 
the plan proposes that Congress set 
nationwide limits on malpractice 
liability and allow states to adopt 
even tighter restrictions. 

Gov. Lawton Chiles, a Florida 
Democrat, warned that the federal 
government “ain’t gonna want this 
ball” and Congress would prefer 
that the states deal with the issue. 

Cost containment is a major focus 
of the proposal, which says that 
costs cannot be controlled “unless 
and until every legal resident has 
health insurance 

It goes on to say that “universal 
health care is both a moral impera- 
tive and an invaluable cost contain- 
ment tool.” 


would be on it,” said David Lucero, 
coordinator of student leadership 
development.

The interview process will keep 
out people that are not serious 
about the position and the money 
will not be wasted on these people, 
said Lucero. 

The interviews for the applicants 
are scheduled for Monday and 
Tuesday with the decision to be 
announced Feb. 3 at 6 p.m. in 
ELWC Step-down Lounge, along 
with the winners of the SAC elec- 
tions, said Joshua Graham, 
BYUSA public relations program 
director for the elections. 

A debate has been scheduled for 
Feb. 3 at 7 p.m. in 347 ELWC. 
BYUSA sponsored clubs will ask 
questions to the candidates, 
Graham said. 

The primary elections will be Feb. 
10, with the winners announced 
that evening. The final campaign- 
ing will take place Feb. 11 through 
18, with the final voting on Feb. 17 


and 18. The new BYUSA president . 


will be announced on Feb. 18.
